The Book and Periodical Development 
Council is an umbrella organization 
representing the Association of Cana- 
dian Publishers, the Canadian Booksel- 
lers Association, the Canadian Library 
Association, the Canadian Book Pub- 
lishers Council, the Canadian Periodi- 
cal Publishers Association, the League 
of Canadian Poets, the Periodical Dis- 
tributors of Canada and the Writers’ 
Union of Canada. 


The council was federally incorpo- 
rated in 1978. 

The council aims: 

1. to increase the public’s awareness 
and use of Canadian materials and 
educational systems. 

2. to ensure that an adequate and 
representative range of Canadian 
books and periodicals are 
published. 

3. to support the growth of new and 
existing Canadian-owned com- 
panies in the book and periodical 
trade. 

4. to improve profits and professional 
recognition of Canadian writers and 
their work. 

5. to encourage writing and publishing 
projects of social and cultural 
importance. 

The council studies and acts on im- 
portant issues in the book and maga- 
zine trades; for example: the threat 
to copyright by photocopying — the 
increasing threat of censorship, espe- 
cially the censorship of contemporary 
Canadian works in Canadian schools — 
the need for improved distribution and 
fulfilment systems — the need for better 
industry statistics — the crisis in the 
educational system caused by the lack 
of Canadian learning materials at all 
school levels. 

The freedom of expression commit- 
tee has produced Censorship: Stopping 
the Book Banners; members of the 
committee will speak on the subject. 

The council published The Symons 
Report, an abridged version of To Know 
Ourselves, the report of the Commis- 
sion on Canadian Studies.

The specific aim of the Newcomer 
Services Branch is to help people new 
to Ontario to adjust to the social and 
cultural life of the province. In addition 
to providing initial reception services, 
the branch helps immigrants acquire 
language skills and a knowledge of 
Canada’s social, economic, cultural 
and political practices. 

The branch operates a reception ser- 
vice at Toronto International Airport. It 
also provides initial settlement services 
at Ontario Welcome House, including 
counselling and a language school. A 
nursery is available for children of 
parents who attend the classes. 

Two grants programs are available to 
assist Community groups. The new- 
comer language/orientation classes 
grants program funds community lan- 
guage and orientation classes, usually 
co-sponsored by boards of education or 
community colleges. The newcomer 
integration grants assist with the devel- 
opment and implementation of projects 
designed to integrate newcomers. 

Language teaching and multilingual 
information materials are developed 
and distributed by the branch. In addi- 
tion, programs for newcomers unable 
to attend classes have been developed, 
including phrase books, a telephone 
tutoring program and a radio series.

The Sports Development Unit helps 
organize the Ontario Games for able- 
bodied and disabled athletes, and aids 
in the preparation of Ontario teams 
for the Canada Winter and Summer 
Games. The Ontario Elite Athlete Assis- 
tance Programs provide grants to 
selected athletes in the Olympic sports 
who are possible contenders for posi- 
tions on Canada’s national and interna- 
tional teams.

Establishments,

Built at Penetanguishene, Ontario, fol- 
lowing the War of 1812 for the defence 
of the Upper Great Lakes, the Naval 
and Military Establishments remained a 
peaceful British outpost. From 1817 to 
1834 the Royal Navy repaired schoon- 
ers there so they could easily be refitted 
for war should further hostilities be- 
tween Britain and the United States 
errupt. From 1828 to 1856 various 
famous British regiments were posted 
to the Military Establishment. 

The outpost has been reconstructed 
on the original site at the end of Church 
Street in town of Penetanguishene on 
the southern shores of Georgian Bay. 
Visitors can explore a unique part of 
Canada’s 19th-century naval and mili- 
tary history. It is a heritage project of 
the Ministry of Culture and Recreation.

Old Fort Henry, Kingston 


Old Fort Henry is a unique limestone 
fortification built on a promontory over- 
looking Kingston. Originally used by 
British and Canadian troops, the fort is 
now garrisoned by the internationally 
renowned Fort Henry Guard, a group of 
Canadian students specially trained in 
the infantry drill, artillery exercises and 
fife and drum music of the British Army 
of 1867. Parts of the fort, the officers’ 
quarters, the men’s barracks, artisans’ 
shops and kitchens have been restored 
to show the military way of life in 
pre-Confederation Canada. Many of 
the rooms of the fort contain an exten- 
sive collection of British and Canadian 
military arms, uniforms, and equip- 


ment. The Fort Henry Guard performs a 
colorful ‘‘ceremonial retreat’’ every 
Wednesday and Saturday evening dur- 
ing July and August starting at 7:30 
p.m. weather permitting.

Old Fort William, Thunder Bay 


From 1803-1821, Fort William was the 
inland headquarters of the North West 
Company. It was the scene of the 
annual Great Rendezvous when voy- 
ageurs from the northern and western 
Canada posts met with their counter- 
parts from Montreal to exchange furs 
for trade goods. 

The interpretive program at Old Fort 
William permits the visitor to become a 
part of the activities of the Great Ren- 
dezvous, which include: canoe and 
boat building — tinsmithing and 
blacksmithing — carpentry — barrel- 
making — gunsmithing — native life 
(beadwork, leatherwork, fish smoking, 
tanning of hides, basket making) — 19th 
century farming and cooking. Other 
program features include: fiddling — 
piping — dancing — singing — canoe 
drills — fur and grain warehousing — 
musket and cannon firing — historic 
dramatizations — a historic food outlet. 
The Great Rendezvous Pageant is held 
in early July. 
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Visitors are shown an award-winning 
film Rendezvous when they arrive at 
the fort.

Sainte-Marie Among the 
Hurons, Midland 


Sainte-Marie was the first European 
settlement in the interior of Canada. 
Existing from 1639 to 1649, it was built 
by French Jesuit missionaries and their 
lay-helpers as a mission residence in 
the centre of the Huron Indian Confed- 
eracy. Structures include a cookhouse, 
granary, barns, stables, two churches, 
blacksmith’s, carpenter’s and shoe- 
maker’s shops, three-lock canal system, 
dwellings, long houses and a hospital. 
The victim of Indian trade wars, 
Sainte-Marie was abandoned and 
burned by the Jesuits as they fled with 
their Huron converts to a nearby island 
in Georgian Bay. 

The site has been carefully recon- 
structed on its original location a few 
kilometres east of Midland on Highway 
12. Each year more than 140,000 vis- 
itors explore this resurrected part of old 
New France. It is a Ministry of Culture 
and Recreation heritage project.

More than 30 buildings, in- 
cluding churches, mills, stores, taverns, 
farm buildings and houses, have been 
restored to portray provincial life of this 
period. 

Agriculture is represented by collec- 
tions of tools, implements, and live- 
stock.

Artisans demonstrate the production 
of essential goods at the spinning wheel 
and loom, at the cabinetmaker’s and 
blacksmith’s shops, and in the sawmill 
and woollen factory.

The Ontario Heritage Foundation has 
programs in four major areas of herit- 
age conservation. 

The trust program solicits gifts of 
historic buildings, scenic lands and 
other cultural properties such as works 
of art. Many of the buildings have been 
restored by the Ontario Heritage Foun- 
dation and now serve a variety of 
community uses including museums 
and senior citizen centres. Occasion- 
ally they are rented to private tenants. 
Most of the foundation’s cultural prop- 
erties are on long-term loan to 
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museums, art galleries and libraries 
across the province. 

The foundation also acquires conser- 
vation easements which protect ar- 
chitecturally significant buildings 
against Inappropriate renovations. 

In the archaeological area, the foun- 
dation is charged with making grants in 
support of field projects and publica- 
tions. It also advises the Minister of 
Culture and Recreation on the issuance 
of licences and the designation of sites. 

Building conservation is another 
interest of the foundation. Grants or 
loans may be made to assist with the 
renovation and restoration of historic or 
architecturally significant buildings.

In addition, the foundation annually 
erects about 20 historical plaques 
throughout Ontario.
